United States in. l!v!2 and settled in 
Richland county, Ohio, in November 
of that year. Previous to coming to 
this country Fraueis Ashton followed 
the trade of a brick layer and stone 
mason but in this country he settled 
on a farm and reared seven sons in 
agricultural pursuits. The family re- 
movesl to this city in 1854 ami Edwin 
Ashton received his education in the 
district school and the Academy at 
Ashland, Ohio. He graduated as 
a 


physician from the Cleveland Medi- 
cal college and began the practice of 
medicine in Kenton in 1851. and re- 
moved to this city several years later, 
where ho continued In the practice.
